Befides, it would 
be unreafonable to havea reprefentative 
boay out af which all she natives fhould be 
excluded ; and perhaps it would be dan- 
gerous to truf foch áa inftrument in the 
hands of a people but newly taken into 
the Britith empire. They were rot yet 
ripe, it was faid for Bxiglith goverdmeat. 
That their landed property had been all 
granted, and their family fettlements made 
wa the ideas of French laws: that the 
Jawa Concerning contracts and perfonal 
property wore nesrly the fame in France as 
in England; that a tial by jury was 
firange and difguiting tə them, That 
with regerd to religion it had been Ripu- 
lated to allow them perfe& freedom ia 
that refpe@ by the treaty of Paris, ss far 
as the laws of England permitted. The 
penal laws of England with refpect to re- 
ligion, they faid, did not extend beyond 
the kingdom ; and though the king’s fu- 
premacy extended farther, a provifion was 


to be fubject to it; end an oath preferib- 
ad as ateft againit fuch papal claims as 
might endanger the allegiance of the fub- 
jects. Thatit was againit all equity to 
perfecute thofe people for their religion, 
aud that people have not the privileges of 
religion who have not their own priett- 
hood, And as forthe payment of tythes, 
it was at belt only tetting dowa their clec- 
gy, where they were found at the ~cun- 
qucft, In one refpect it was faid, they 
were worfes as no perfon profefiap the 
proteftant religion. was to be fubject ta 
them, which would be a great encodrage- 
meat to converfions, 

There ie great reafon to conclude, that 
none of thefe were the true reafons for 
preferriag the bill ; but the main reafon, 
though not what is now called the often- 
fibleone was, to bring over the Preach 
colgniftsto the defigus of the mixifiry, and 
to perfuade them, by pretended favours, 
to fall upon the back fettlements of the 
Eaglith colonies, The minifter feems to 
have been totally ignorant of the difpofiti- 
on ofthe French Catholics in Canada ;

The paffing of this bill 
whereby fuch favour was fhewn to the 
church of Rome, created more fulpicioa 
om account of the legiflature refefing a 
petition which had been prefented fome 
time before by the proteflent diffoaters 
for relief for fome pena) laws that were 
ftanding agaie them. Itwas concluded 
that government fhewed this favour to the 
Catholics, from a perfuafion that they 
were fuitable inflrumesis to promote their 
arbitrary defigns. and that they wanted 10 
difcourage the diffegters, becaufe they 
were friends to liberty, aad enemies to all 
forts of tyranny and defpotifm. Whato- 
ver were the motives which determixed 
the legiflature to pafs this Jaw, itis meai- 
feft that it is am infraction of the confitati- 
on by eftablifhing popery in theBritifh em- 
pire, which the revolution fettlemeat 
guarded again. Itis a fpeciol part of 
the prefeat iafelicity of thefe mations at 
prefent, that there ace a number of mo- 
dern ftatutes, that clafh with ancient and 
conftitutional laws, whereby men in de- 
fending the one may be punifhed for 
tran{grefing the others. It ia not in the 
power of the fr greater part of Bri- 
tith fubje&. to knoy-and underftand the 
large body of Jawa that are coatnined in 
the ftatutes, and through ignorance sre 
ready to expofe themfelves to the fancti- 
ons of fome ftanding law of the land; 
efpecially as it has been for fo many ages 
an eftablithed idea, that all the fubjodts of 
the Britith empire have ths fame privile- 
ges wf the laws and may all be their own 
legiflators, when they became frecho'ders 
of the empire. Bur though it was for- 
merly thought that the fubjecta of the eo- 
lonies were freemen, like others at home, 
yet ithss beca devermined that colonift 
and freeman have different fignifications 3 
and that there can'bs no lepal freedom 
-dut of Great-Britain. For this is the 
import of {the reafaning upon the fubjeét 
of colonization of the prefent times.

The commanding 
officer ordered the bridge to be 
let down, which the people per- 
remptorily refufed to do, fayiap; 
that it was a private road, and he 
had no authority to demand a 
paffage thar way, for both fides 


&ill profeffed to keep the public 


peace, though war was in their 

hearts, and till the fword wag 

drawn all tefitance was carried į 
on upon legal grounds and pře- 
tences, If this was a@ually a 
private road, che foldiers had no 
right to commit a trefpafs from a 
pretence of fecking cannon, where 
they were not likely to find any, 
and the people had an undoubted 
right to difpute the paflage with 
the military, aa. they were off the 


.king’s highway and not travelling 


in the comman road where fuch 
piffenpers were wont to pafs: 
The officer, who feems to have 
confidered himfelf in an enemy’s 
country, and not in a country 
where he was amenable to the 
laws, was determined to force his 
paflage, and perceiving a boat near 
at hand, determined tø make ufé 
of it to gain the poffeffion of the 
bridge.
